Entlemen, I can by no means agree to your 
Explication of St. John about Abraham, 
but will give you one more Rational ; which 
I expeét you will either Conjute or Publifh. 

'Tis faid Abraham i ejayced (or dejived) to fee my 
Day, and faw it. Before Abraham was, Iam: Or 
(as 'tis rendred by Grotias ) (was Firft. © Abraham 
faw Chrift’s Day in the Spirit of Prophecy, be fawit as 
coming, not as prefent ; be forefaw the time, when it 
fhould be. 

Secondly, St, Auftin bas confefs'd thae Chrift is faid 
to be before Adam, not aftually, but in the Decree and 
Ordination of Ged, in mente divina; and fo St. Pe- 
ter explains it, 1 Pet. 1, 20. Who verily was fore- 
ordain d from the Feundation of the World ( do you 
mind Gentlemen?) But was mad+ manifeft (only ) in 
thefe laft times : In like manmer, be is call’d the Lamb 
flain from the Foundation ef the Wold, whieh alfo can 
be explain'’d no other ways than in mente divina ; al/o 
tn john 17. 5. 

Tis true, the Jews did mot apprehend in what Senfe 
our Lord meant, he was before Abraham ; but neither 
did he care they fhould, for finding them averfe from 
Truth and Piety ; be often\fo {pake to fome of them as 
to perplex ana affront their Blindne/sand Arrogance yet 
more, and not to inftruét them, See for this Luke 8. 10. 

A. Sir, as You call Our Interpretation in Que- 
ftion, fo We beg leave to make’a Reraliation, and 
call Your Logick in Queftion, If the Lamb flain 
from the Foundation of the Worid muft neceflarily 
refer to the Divine Decree, becaufe ( as You fay ) 
it cannot be explain’d another way; by whar Lo, 
gical Connection does it follow, thata different Paf- 
fage, which May be expiain’d another way,mutt re- 
fer allo to the fame Decree” If St. Peter tays ( for 
we mind it, Sir ) thar Chiff was Pra-exiftent ro the 
Foundation of the World in the Fore ordination of 
God, does he therefore deny him to be Pre exiftent 
ro the fame Foundation, by another manner of Exie 
ftence P Does the one any ways exclude the other ? 
May not both be Competent to the fame Chrift ; 
the latter with regard ro bis God head, the former 
with reference to the Union of the Manhood with 
the God heed ¢ And rhis may equally confure your 
Quotation irom Sc. Auftin. .

but you forget to confider (which we wou'd intreat 
you co obferve) that the Fews have here alter’d the 
Nature of the Queftion, when they fay, Thou art 
not yet Fifty Years Old, and haft thou feen Abraham ? 
But now, had Cbrift only antwer'd, that He was 
Pra exiftent to Abrabam in mente divina, or the Di- 
vine Decree, this indeed is a Reafon, why Abraham 
might have feen Him, but furely none at all,why He 
might have feen Abraham; and yet the latter is the 
Queftion immediately pur to him by the Fews ; You 
therefore have your Eye roo much upon our Savi- 
our’s firft Sentence concerning Abraham, and there- 
fore take no notice, how the Jews in theit reply had 
turn’d rhe Queftion, 

But in thelnftances, You prodace, there is no fuch 
Expreflion as J am, which can denote no lefs than 
an Btemal Being ; and therefore on this account al- 
fo,they prove nothing againft rhe Interpretation, we 
have given, fo remarkabie a Paflage. 

Q, What is the meaning of that Expreffion in 
iCor. 15. 29. Why are they then baprized for the 
Dead ? 

A. Not to take notice of an Opinion which de- 
pends upon.a Cuftom, nor‘in being in this Apoftle’s 
tune, we agree ro thar Expofirion of St. Chryfoftom’s, 
Why are they chen baptiz’d in expectation of the 
Refurrection of the Body?
